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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 

1. Claims 29-33 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 29, line 3, 
the examiner recommends changing "said shank having a first portion" to —said first portion— as 
"a first portion" is previously recited in the same paragraph. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 22, 23, and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chinoetal. (6,402,168). 

Chino et al. discloses a linkage member comprising: a shank (43; see Figures 4a, 4b) 
extending along a first axis (CP2); said shank including a narrowed second portion (42) having a 
cross-sectional area less than the first portion, said shank adapted to buckle at said narrowed 
second portion under a predetermined axial load (while "said shank adapated to buckle. . ." is 
merely functional language, it appears that the shank of Chino et al. would buckle at this portion 
as it is the narrowest portion); the narrowed portion is centered on a second axis (CP1) that is 
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offset relative to the first axis and is circular. The second surface is located inwardly of said 
first. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 15-17 and 34-37 are allowed. 1 

5. Claim 24 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 29-33 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection noted above. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 22 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Wood, Jr. and McAfee show linkages with weakened portions. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
